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Sol. hf ona poor wy Sub- 
BIS jets of the Iſland of Fer- 
ſey, have ſo many Years 
labour'd under, make us apply to You 
(in this public manner) for Redrels : 

We are told, Sir, that You are the 
great Patron of Liberty, that the Mi- 
ſerable need only make their Diſtreſs 
known, lay their juſt Grievances be- 
fore You, and they are ſure to find 
a Generous Beachifior „ a Glorious 
Advocate. 
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We are in this Iſland computed to 
be near 30000 Inhabitants, and al- 
though ſo very near England, yet as 
It is divided by a Tempeſtuous Sea, 
and the Navigation ſo hazardous, we 
ſeldom are viſited by Perſons out of 

Curioſity, and being a Place of little 
Trade, it is very rare that People for 
that are brought hither : ?Tis there- 
fore that the Iſland of Jerſey is ſo little 
known, and Accidents that have hap- 
pen'd therein ſo liable to be miſrepre- 
ſented, (which has been too often Our 


Caſe;) but if the Nature of our Con- 


ſtitution were but a little conſider'd, 
and the manner of Proceeding of thoſe 
put in Authority over us, look d into, 
it would ſoon be ſeen from whence 
all Our Troubles and Diſcontents 
ariſe. 

In the Account of the Iſland of 
Jerſey, wrote (and lately revis d) by 
the Reverend Mr. Falle, in the 197 
Page, he chere oints out the firſt 
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(33 
and real Cauſe of Diſcontents among 
us, which pleale to take in the Words 
of the Author, where ſpeaking of the 
Governors, (who had been ſucceſſive- 
ly reſident in the Iſland, until the 
Time that the late Lieutenant General 
Lumley was appointed Governor) he 
there ſays, viz. His great Employment 
in the Army abroad, turned wery unhap- 
pily to our Prejudice; for as thoſe were 
pleaded in Excuſe for not <1ſiting bis 
Government, (never ſeen by him but in 
the Maps) ſo it muſt be a very great 
Loſs to us, to have Tear after Tear, the 
whole Income of the ſaid Government 


| drawn out of the Country, which not 


abounding in Money, did then, and will 
always ſenſibly feel ſuch a Drain and 
Export. 

This has, indeed, yearly been a 
Diſtreſs, and greatly impoveriſhed 
the Iſland (as that reverend Gentleman 
has juſtly remarked ;) but the Conſe- 
quence of the Governor's Non-reſt- 

dence 
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dence has been attended by an Evil 
of a greater Malignancy, and has 
produced muchDiſorder and Trouble; 
for ſince that Time the Governors 
(not content to receive the King's Re- 
venues, which conſiſt of the Tythes 
of the ſeveral Pariſhes, Church-Lands, 
and Rents, Fines, and Amerciaments, 
Forfeitures, Wrecks, c. to have it 
remitted, as the {ame did then ariſe, 
collected by a Receiver for that Pur- 
pole, (entitled the King's Receiver) 
which for many Years had been the 
Cuſtom, but to make the moſt of the 
Income at a Certainty, lett the King's 
Revenues of the Iſland (with all the 
Advantages thereof) to Farm, to the 
Receiver by Leaſe, at a yearly Rent, 
and Fine certain, renewable every 
three Years. And he, this Farmer, 
(the Receiver) to make Advantage 
likewiſe, letts Leaſes to others, as 
Farmers under him in like Manner, 
and Tenure, whereby we have had 

always 
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Pariſhes,who (together with their Sub- 


ſtitutes) made a conſiderable Number, 


and all have endeavoured ro make 
the moſt of their Bargains, and ha- 
ving ſo extenſive a Power from the 


King's Patent, have hitherto took 


all the Meaſures they could contrive 
or invent, to extort Money from the 


People; and thus from the Commence- 


ment of Farming the Revenues, have 
we (moſt unhappily) been under Bon- 
dage, letr out (or Sold as it were) 
every three Years, to the Farmer and his 
Aſſociates, to make the moſt of us; 


who, more ſurely to enſlave us, and 


carry Oppreſſion with a ſtronger 
Hand, to ſecure themſelves, and ſti- 
fle all Complaints, proceeded i in the 
Ware. Manner. 

By the known Laws and Conſtitu- 
tion of the Iſland (while ſuch a Thing 
ſubſiſted) no Farmer of the Revenue 
could become a Jurat, or fit as a 
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Magiſtrate in our Court of Juſtice ; 
but the preſent Farmer not only 


procured himſelf to be choſen a 
Jurat, or Judge, but likewiſe ſeveral 
of his own Creatures, whom he 
attached to his Intereſt, by making 
them Under- Farmers, and Partakers 


of the Profits; by which Means, he 


the Chiet-Farmer, and his Subſtitutes, 
made a Majority on the Bench for 
{ome Years; then were exorbitant 
Fines laid upon the People, and 
ſome thrown in Priſon for want of 
Money to ſatisfy thoſe Cormorants of 
Jultice, every thing went glibly for 
the Intereſt of the Farmers, to the 
Terror, and Diſtreſs of the People, 
and all who oppoſed their Profits, 
felt the Effects of theit Power. The 
King's Receiver (Chief- Farmer) was 
prime Vizier in Jerſey, but by his 
own Miſmanagement, Pride, and 
Extravagancy, in a few Years he be- 


came very low in Circumſtances, and 


run

run vaſtly behind in the Governors 
Remittances. What's to be done to 


retrieve, and make up his Deficien- 
cies? Why only ſtrike a bold Stroke, 


make the People pay 30 Pence, 


when before they paid but 20, get 
an Order for the Regulation of the 


Coin, and the Buſineſs is Compleated; 


this was accordingly put in Practice, 
and the Scheme projected for Regula- 
ting the Coin (that had been long in 
their View) which, by Miſrepreſenta- 
tions and falle Colouring, by an ex- 
traordinary Intereſt they Obtain'd : 
But to ſhew how far the {ame is 
beneficial, (as pretended) and like- 
wiſe how far otherwiſe, contrary 
to the Intereſts of the People of the 
whole Ifland, We take leave to in- 
ſert here, what has been publiſhed 
in the Daily Advertiſer, on Munday 
the 21ſt of January, 1733, and for 
the Honeſty and Truth of the Infor- 
mation, ſhall recite the Whole.

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A State of the late Regulation of the 
Coins in Jerſey, that has given ſo 
general DiſſatisfaGion there, 


LVE R fince the Acquiſition of 

Terſey to the Btitiſn Nation, 
they have continued to uſe there the 
French Coins, and upon the ſame Foot 
as they have from Time to Time gone 


in France; and if any other Specie 


than French has come into the Iſland, 
it has paſt juſt at the ſame Rate as ir 
would have, done in France. 

The Regulations made in England, 
of the Britiſh Coins, has been ever 
managed with the greateſt Prudence 
and Diſcretion ; and the raiſing or 
falling of any of their Money, has 


not, as far as I can remember, been 


ever extended beyond the proportion- 
ing the Value of the Coins of one ſort 
of Metal to that of another, as of the 
Gold Coins to the Silver, as the in- 


trinſick Value of thoſe Metals has 
vary'd, 
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vary d, which to be ſure is right ; 
and I am very confident this was 
thought, and ſtill is believed here in 
England, to have been the only thing 
intended and effected by the late Re- 
gulation of the Coins in Jerſey. But 
the Fact is really otherwiſe, whjch/l 
ſhall demonſtrate, and ſhew how it 
happened, from a Miſiaformation in a 
Point of Fact, upon which the whole 
was built. 

In the Petition (far from be ing the 
fulleſt and cleareſt that ever was) 
is ſtated a Regulation made in May, 


1714, by which the Engliſh Crown 


is ſet at 74 Sous, the Shilling at 14 
Sous, and the letjer Pieces in Propor- 
tion ; that the Liards, a ſmall Cop- 
per Gain, going 3 its intrinſick 
Value, had occaſione d their being 


loaded with them, and their other 


Coins carried away in Exchange; and 
then 'tis pray ed, that the Crown may 
be ſet at 70 Sous, inſtead of 71 Sous, 

and 


and the other Pieces in Proportion, 
and the Liards reduced. . 
But let all the Proceedings be look- 
ed into, and ſee if it is once ſaid, as 
the Fact really is, that at the Time 
of the {aid Petition, and for many 


Years before, quite from the ſaid Year 
1714, the Engliſh Crown had really 


and in Fact, gone and paſſed at 105 
Sous, (and not at 71 Sous) and the 
other Pieces in Proportion; in ſhort, 
upon the fame Foot as in France. 
And the Settlers of the Jate Regu- 


lation being never informed of this, 


but building on the Fallacy aforeſaid, 


they continued (as I dare ſay they 


underſtood it) the Crown at 7 1 Sous, 
or 3 Livres 11 Sous, and the Shil- 


ling at 14 Sous, and other Pieces in 


Proportion ; and reduced the Liards 
from 2 Deniers to 2, or 6 to a Pen- 
ny inſtead of 4. 

And now to ſhew, how building 


the Regulation upon this Miſtake, has 


produ- 
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produced a very different Effect from 


any ee ever [ knew in 
dee 211 fi 

In the firſt Place, it has cauſed it 
not to be confind to proportioning 
the Value of the Coin of one Metal, 
to that of another, but it puts al] che 
Money 1n general upon a quite diffe- 


rent Foot than what it actually and 


in Fact went at at that Time, and it 


1s obvious what a Jangle this muſt 
cauſe. 


In the next Place it has varied the 


Value of their Computative Sum,

The ſtrange Con- 
fuſion that muſt introduce, is clear 
enough; as ſuppoſe the Value of the

England; there is no Piece of Money 


called a Livre, but it is a mere Deno- 


mination, as the Pound Sterling. 

I need not mention, that every Per- 
ſon underſtands by the Denomination 
or Word Pound Sterling, twenty 
Pieces called Shillings, or other Coin 
in Proportion; and ſo if he takes a 
Leaſe, be contradts accordingly at ſo 
many Pounds per Ann. underſtanding 
the Value and Meaniog of the Word 
Pound Sterling, to be according to 
the received Uſe and Signification 
thereof aforeſaid. 


So of Livres, every one underſtood, 


according to the conſtant actual Re- 


ception and Uſe of that Term in Fer- 


ſey for . theſe many Years paſt, ever 


fince the Year 1714 down to the time 
of the aforeſaid Petition, that it ſigni- 


fied the ſame thing. as if they had ſaid 
'80 Liards if paid in Copper; or for 


every 
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cevery.s Livres g Sous, a Crown Piece; 
and ſo in proportion of other Coins. 
And all that contracted between the 
faid Year 1714, and the time of the 
{aid Petition, they contracted accord- 
ingly for Livres upon that Foot, un- 
derſtanding the Value of a Livre, and 
Meaning of that Term, to be as before 
ſtated, it being conſtantly uſed in that 
Signification and Value, and no other 


during that time. 


And now put the caſe there ſhould 
be an Order made in England that 
ſhould effect the raiting the Value of 
the Pound Sterling to thirty Shillings, 
and fo in proportion if paid in any 
other Coin, What muſt be the Con- 
ſequence of ſuch raiſing the Compu- 


tative Sum or Denomination by which 


Rents are reſerved, c.? 

And this is the very Thing the late Re- 
gulationhas caus'd in Jerſey; for a third 
more is now ſignified by the Word Li- 
vre, or a Livre is of a third more Value, 
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a third more Coin goes to it then it 
has been underſtood, or uſed to fl ig 
nify, or has gone to it for theſe. many 
Years; for if I pay in Liards I am to 
pay 120, when at the Time of my 
making the Agreement I was to pay 
but Bo Liards ; or if I pay in Silver, 
as in Crowns, am to pay three 
Crowns and above, for every two [ 
was to pay atthe Time l contracted. 
It is a very confus'd Method that 
this is effected by, and which 1 be- 


lieve was one Reaſon it was not ſo 
well underſtood; it does not do it in 


plain direct Terms, but in an invert- 
ed Method, thus,

A Shilling 12 Pence. 
A Crown 5 Shillings, or 60 Pence: 
And a Pound, 20 Shillings, or 20 
Times 1 2 Pence, 
Now put the Cale, 3 Half-pence

And the Pound Sterling t. to ſtand at 
20 times 12 Pence, you muſt not ſup- 
pole Shillings, for that is confound- 
ing a particular Piece of Coin with 
the.

Why every body muſt: ſee; that in 
conſequence of this a third more Coin 
is to go to a Pound than before; for 
all the Coin is reduc'd a third, but 
not the Computative Sum a Pound. 
So that it brings about, by an inyerted 
Order, the ſame thing as in plain Terms 
would be ſaying 30 Shillings ſhould 
go to the Pound, for that is the Con- 
lequence.

And now to put an inſtance of the 
Conſequences that muſt attend this; 

I took a Leaſe of my Landlord at 
20 J. a Year, twenty Pieces call'd 
Shillings per Pound, and ſo in pro- 
portion if paid in other Specie: but 
ſoon after comes a Regulation that 
cauſes a Pound to ſignify thirty of 
theſe Pieces call'd Shillings, and ſo of 
other Coins in proportion, or a third 
more Specie than before. I ſhould 


think this very odd, and ſhould be 
glad 


paid, off their Creditors; tho! many 
poor Souls were unable to maile Money 
to do it, but were farced to ſubmit to

As | 
ro Debts indeed, I know, as there 


were fix Months beforethe Order took 
place, and 11x Months further after- 


wards given, a good many Debtors 


ſuch Terms as their Ctediters would 
unpoſe on tbem; and this has drawn 


a general Reſentment upon ſome Land- 


lords, Money-Lenders, and Receivers 


of Fees, ©. who vill not enter into 
the Equity of the Thing, but inſiſt on 
the ſame Number af Livres as before, 

and in conſequence a third more Quan- 
tity: of ;Specic than before. 
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The Injuſtice is ſo obvious in the 
Inſtances before ſtated, that I was 


aſtoniſhed they came not to ſucceed 
in their ſecond Application about this 


Regulation; I mean, fo far as to have 


proper Proviſions made againſt theſe 
Evils before ſtated; but upon look ing 
into the Petition, iure never. was any 
thing ſo confuſed and unintelligible ; 
the weakeſt Arguments poſlible ;. not 
one Word of the Nature of the com- 
putative Sum, and how this affected 
that, which was the only Thing, and 


yet totally omitted; they could feel 
this Evil, but it Was, I ſuppoſe, a 
little too confuſed and complex a Sub-

I hope I have ſet this Matter in a 
pretty clear Light, Truth I am ſure 
has been my ſole Motive and Guide 


in 
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in it, and that thoſe who' have/Pow- 
er to-{etit Right, may be able to do 
it, by knowing how it is Wrong; for 
as I wiſhwell to my King and my 
Country, 1 ſhall ever rejoice to fee 
Content and Satisfaction in 9 
Corner of his Dominions. el. 
This, as it is truly the Caſe in re- 
pied to the State of the Coins, fairly 
ſhews how far the late Regulation has 
been, and is injurious to the Iſland, 
and as far as poſſible can be done, 
points out an Amendment; and the 
Scheme for the {aid Regulation diſco- 
vers it ſelf to have been Calculated 
for the Intereſt of the'Chief-Farmer of 
the Revenues, and his Confederates, 
Receiversof Fees of the ſeveral Courts; 
for why elſe 'were the Principals, in 
both the Eccletiaſtical, and the Civil 
Courts, ſo Sanguine for it's Succeſs? not 
upon a Dutiful Obedience, (the Cant 
they pretend) no, but it is truly for 
the Encreaſe of their ſeveral Profits 
they 
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they exett themſelves in the manner 


they have done, and thereby for to 


drain the Subſtance of the Inhabitants, 


who, by the ſaid new Regulation (as 
is juſtly proved) are miſerabſy reduced; 
firſt to loſe one third of What they 
had in Poſſeſſion, their Debts (after 
ſix Months) encreaſed one, third more 
than when firſt Contratied their Rents 
rais d one third more allo, and all 
Fees in the ſeveral Coutts ane third 
more enereaſed, whereby we haye very.

pect of this has made ſeveral People 
already leave the Iſland, and others are
